Religion, whofe Chara^eriftick 
is Love and Humility, (hould be 
fo far debafed, as to carry no other 
Marks than thole of Cruelty and Pride. 
That Vows of Poverty (hould entitle 
Men to the Riches of the whole World ; 
that Profeffions of Chaftity (hould (ill 
Countries with Uncleannefs ; that fo* 
Htary Anchorites (hould engrofs the 
Pomps of the City ; and that the Ser-* 
vant of Servants (hould become the 
• King of Kings. But what Contradi^i- 
ons are not deiigning Prie(ls capable of, 
when the Enlargement of their Power 
is in View ? It was with this View that. 
Auricular Confe(lions was introduced ^ 
that a new Hell of 'Purgatory was ip- 
yented ^ and th^ Power of even ci^eai 
r . ' ^ * ^ a iing 
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ting their own God was blafphenkmlly 
aflumed. By thefe Arts came the fc 
crets of Families ' into the Hands of 
Priefts-; by thefe Aits they feired «i 
the Purfes ol whole Nations, 5 and by 
thefe Arts they arrived to be the Idols 
of the People; who were glad to part 
with their Eftates, with their Liberties, 
and with their Sences too, to tbe^ fpU 
ritual Ufurpers. ' 

• Not to mention the Follies of othei^ 
Nations, our own Chrooicks can im 
form us to what a Degree B^ottry bad 
once prevailed, of which let this In- 
ftance liifike. * ^tfhu Bak^ an Author 
of unqudHoiicd Fidelity, who was 
himftlf a Carmelite Friar, informs us 
in his ASfs of Bt^liffj Votaries^ "that in 
the Year 1017. King CafmU by the 
fuperftitious Counfel of Acbelmtm tbeci 
Archbilhop of tm^lmry^ was jwevailr 
ed upon^ to believe that Monks Ba.ftftrd^

Wmht^er^ where by the aforementio- 
ned Prelates Advice, he formally ret

ConlHtuting it then Ring of England, 

Thus was a mighty King converted 
to be the Tool of his f riefts, ^nd there- 
by became the Darling of die Church, 
wbofe Frad^tice then was, npt only to 
feed tipon the Spoils of the People, but ^ 
even to make their Nfonarch a Prey to 
their Ambition, And in thoie Times 
a. Prince acquired the Title of Good or 
Bad, not from his Condudi in the Se*' 
cular Goyerpment of hk Subje^^ but 
according as he was either more or leis 
a Promoter of the Grandeur of his 
Cletgy. Thus Cimef^ though an UfuT'T 

per and a Tyrant cpuld rperit a Canor 

nization. 
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iiization,whilft King ^ohn (from whom 
we receiv'd that great Security of our 
Liberties, the Statute of Magna Chart a) 
ineerly for not encouraging the Cor- 
ruptions, and fpiritual Tyranny of the 

, Romijh Church, was branded with* the 
Name of Apoftate, and forced at length 
by an ufurping Priefthood to hold 
his Crown as tributary to the See of 
fimie. When our Kings were thus 
managed, it w^s no Woflder if ouc 
Laity following their Example, fubmit^ 
ted their Necks to the fame Prieftly 
Yoke. A fufficient Evidence of which, 
we may coWeGt from the Perufal of the 

. enfuing Catalogue oF r^igious Houfes 
(as they then called them\)* whofe 

. Founders Names I have purpofely 
omitted, becaufe 1 would not willing* 
ly write what might be thought a 
Satyre upon fo many Hundred Fami-- 
lies. - '' 

That the debauched Part of our 
Qergy ^re ioi^iilg after thefe Onions 
of MgyfF^f^nd defiring this Papal Pow-, 
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er and Wealth, which fets' them above 
the gteateft Sdveraigns^ is beyond Coa- 
tradition plain. Elfe why have w^ 
been taught fo many introdui^ory Do* 
^ines ; as firft, that the Church is inde^ 
fendant on the Crown ; that old Scaling^ 
ladder of Prieftcraft^ by which Anti- 
chrifl^and his (t^aven Army ha ve ftorn^^ 
ed the Pallaccs of all the Princes in 
Chriftendom. By the Model of Timei 
psfft, we may learn how well our 
Laws, our Lives, and our Liberies 
.would be (^ured to us, (hould this 
Dodrine fo much contended fpt, be 
once elhblifhed here ; we may guefs^ 
when the Church isexemptedfrom Se- • 
cular Authority, how well Villany^ 
Rapine, Murder, and Treafon, cdra^ 
mitted by Priefts. will be punilHed, 
when Priefts are Judges, when Priefts 
arejunes.

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If this Calculation (hould appear 
greater, than what my Reader can ca^ 
fily give Credit to, I muft advife him 
to look into Tof'tjh Countries, where 
tie will difcover that their Clergy are 
to the full ^s rich in Prd^rtioti as ever 
ours were here. A flagrant Inftance 
of which, we have from a Callculation 
taken by the Great Dake of Tufcany 
himfelf in his own Dominions, where^ 
in the Priefthood were found to enjoy 
Seventeen Parts in Twenty of the 
whole Land 5 which had it not been 
for that feafonable Statute of Mortmain^ 
they would foon have poffefled here. 

As the religious Houfes in this Ifland 
were of feveral Denominations, it will 
not be improper to give the Reader a 
fliort Explanation of their Titles, leaft 
elfe he (houR meet with Terms in my 
Catalogue, which he might be at a lofs 
to underftand. 

AaAbbj. When in any Society of religious 
Perfons, whether Male or Female, one 
Ahhat or Abbefs (fo called from the He* 
hew N3K Abba^ which fignifies Father) 

preiided, 
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prefided, then that was ftiled an Abbey. 
This Governour had the fole Power 
over the Convent, could place or dif- 
place any Officer at Pleafurc, and pre- 
fcribe what Rules the Monks or Nuns 
fhould be obliged to obferve.

a Tyrant as any Abbat could be ; or 
they were fuch as depended upon fome 
great Abfy, from which thfey received 
their Trior., and to which they were 
often obliged to pay a fmall Penfion or 
Annual Acknowledgment. And when- 
foever the Convent, to which any Vru 
ory belonged, was beyond the Seas, 
then it was ftiled ah Alien Triory, 

When g certain Number of Secuhr "* ^'"-i' 
Canons affembled themfel^ under the 
Government of a Warden, Dean, Pro- 
voft or Matter, they were called ^ G/- 
lege or a Collegiate Churchy

When any Monaftery or Nunnery 
was fubje^ to another, then it was cal- 
led a Cell. And many have imagined 
that the Revenue of the Cell was inclu- 
ded in that of the Mother Abby; which 
if it were true, would very much di- 
roinifli thefelculation I have made of 
the Monaftick Wealth. In Juftitication 
of my Method, I have this therefore

written upon t\m Subject, have calcu^ 
lated CfUs dlftin^ from the Ahhies they 
appertainecj to. iify, that mmy CeUi 
were given in at their Diflblution at a 
certain Value, and their Mother Ab-.

his Dtfcif^es, and in Obediehca to this Rti{e^ 
the above-mentioned Mom&eff of Mouac

<* doms, Twenty Counties^ Thirtyrfix Gitks, 
5^ Two Hundrea Caftles, Three Hundred Ter- 
^ ritories, Four Hundred and Forty ViBa^y 
^ Three Hundred :;and jSix Farms, Twenty-r 
r^. three Seaports, Thirty-three IQands, . Twq 
<^ Hundred MiUs, and One Thoulknd Six^Hun* 
^* dred Sixty-two Churches. This was their 
holy Poverty ; and thus you may fee how rc- 
iigioufly thefe two Rules have been diferved, 
and how fpirltually the Followers of St. BeMnet 
retreated from the World in Italjj who were 
Soon imitated^ in thefe Kind of holy Self-deni- 
als by their pious Brethren herein M^lamlj as 
you may leani from the vaft Number of rich 
Abbies which the Benedictines were poflefJed of. 
^Thefe were the humble Priefts, from whoni 
tour Gallant King Hettry the Second, received 
'ihe Difcipline 6t Eighty I-a flies, for having, 
;lihe an unduti&l Son cf the Churchy dared to 
-contend in Power with their Patron Thomas « 
Becket^ whofe Stirnup he had before been obli* 
ged twice to hold, whilft that meek Prelate 
mounted. 
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As' thefe Monks b^^ to be notorious tone cuad*. 
the World fijr, tlieir Obfccenities and Luxury ;^«*i. 
in tlic Year of our Lond 91 1 ^ Oden Abbot of 
Clu?^y took upon him to ccnrred: their Abufes, 
and gave Rife to the Cluniacks ; who were the 
fame Year tranflated by Alfhreda Qpeen of 
England ; for, who more proper to promote Su- 
perftkion, than a zealous ignorant Wonian^ 
However to fhew how thoroughly thefe Men 
reformed upon St« Bemets Followers, efpecially 
in Point of Humility, they were not fettled 
one whole Century, before the Abbot of f 
C/isttpf contefted the Title of Jbi^ot of Abbot Sj 
with thofe of Mount Cajfin. 

Thenext Order was that of the Carthujiansyrhe Cn^ 
firft eftabliflied in the Year 1086, in the De-'*«fi«a5- 
fart of Chartreufe in Grenoble^ by one Brtmoy 
who was thereunto moved by hearing a dead 
Man cry out three times ** That he was condemn-- 
ed by the jujh Judgment of Godj which was a 
very plain Precept for building of Moiiafleries^ 
Tim Man profeffed to follow the Rule of St. 
Bennett .adding thereunto many great Aiilllri- 
ties by way of Reformation ; amongft others 
he ordained § that they ougk to be fahsfied mth 
a 'very little Sface of Ground about their Cetisy

St Bernard 
himfelf foimded One Hiindred and Sixty^ M> 
irafterie^ who at fiilft would have no P^flcfli- 
ens, but lived by Alms,. and the Labour of 
dieir own Hands ; which being coo Apofkilicfc 
a Life for. Monks, they .foon grew as /weary 
of Poverty and Induftry as their jNc^Soiies^ 
ani in a little time rivalled thofe, on whom 
they pi'ctended to reform; in Wjealtli, Luxury^ 
Wantoniiefs, and fiich like Morikilh Yercues^ 
At their firft Inftitutioh,' they wore black Ha- 
bits, till the Virgin Marjff out of her great

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Love to thcfe * fat Friars, ' came down from 
HeaVen on Purpofe to reform tlieir Drefs, as 
being the mdft BiTential Paft of their Order, f 
She appeared her felf to their Second Abbot, 
bringing a White Cowl in her Hand, which 
£he put upon his Head, and at the fame Inftant, 
the Cowls of all the Monks then finging in the 
Choir, were miraculoufly turned to the* fame 
Colour. Thus did the bleffed Virgin change 
the Habits of the Ciftercians from Black to 
White, as they had before altered their Lives, 
from a fad melancholy Retirement, to a mer- 
ry jovial Society ; Black being no more fit for 
a jolly Prieft, than White is for a mornful 
Penitent. Befides the old Monk Satan being 
fcprefented as Black, the Holy Virgiq was 
unwilling, perhaps^ that her Friends Ihould 
be like him in Drefs, tho' they refembled hiin 
in every thing clfe. Thefe Locufts fwarmed 
firft id England J according to John Bale about 
the Year 1 1 32, and continued here m the inno- 
cent Exercife of their Sanftity, a remarkable 
Inftance of Which, ^ was their Poifoning the 
Good King JOHN at Smnefb^ad in Lincoln^ 
fiire^ an Abby of the holy Cijtercian Order. 
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TbcCmns Thefe was another Sort of religious OrderS 
in the Church ofRome^ who were called C^- 
nofis. Thefc were to live in common, and to 
have but one Table, one Purfe, and one Dor- 
mitory. But as many of them began to abate 
of the ftriftnefs of their firft Rules, a new Seft

']• Erasmus znA § Hoffinian^vovt to be Forgeries, 
and affirm that the third was not written for 
his Clergyj but for the Ufe of fome pious Wo- 
men, which lived in common under the Con- 
duft of his Siften When Canons began is not 
certain ; but the firft Regulars we read of, are 
thole whom Pope Alexander the Second i^nt 
from Luca to St. "John Later an. ^ Thefe Regu* 
lar Canons were fb irregular and guilty of fuch 
abominable Crimes, that even Pope Boniface 
the 8 th was forced to drivcvthcm away, and 
for the Peace of the Church, y^\zz^^ SemUr 
Canons in their room. Berinus in the Year 6 j6 
firft introduced thefe Augufiinians into England^ 
who ftriftly followed the Example or their 
^Brethren of St. Johii Lateran.

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The "^ Prsmonfi^atenfe^ who followed the Tbe Pre 
feme Rale with the former, were founded by ^jj.^ ^*' 
St. Norkert about the Year 1 1 20, at a Place 
which the blefled Virgin pointed out to him, 
and which therefore was called Pre-monftre or. 
fore-lhewn. Thefe Monks to get a greater 
Efteem in the World, after the Death of their 
jFWader, publilh'd that he had received his 
Riile^ curiouQy bound in Gold, from the Hands 
of St. Aaftin himfelf, who appeared to him one 
Night and faid thus. " Here is the Rule Ihavs 
^' mritten^ and if thy Brethren obferve it^ they / 

.^' like my Children need to fear nothing at all in 
^^ the Day of Judgment, Indeed tliefc pious 
Fathers for their great Security in the lafl: 
X)ay, have firmly adhered to one of his Pre- 
cepts, that commands them to love one another^ 
which they are fuppofed to do in the moft in- 
ordinate Manner. What confirms this Sufpi- 
cion, is their Declaration in the Year 127^} 
in which, after having acknowledged that 
Wortien arc worfe than the moft venemous 
Afpicks, and Dragons, they refolved never 
to have any more to do with them. 

The next; Order is that of ^ St. Gilbert a little rbdCiihif^ 
crooked Sclipol-mafter, born in yneolnrjbire^^^^*^

(being moved thereto by a peculiar Zeal) he 
founded Thirteen Monaltcries containing both 
Sexes together, to the Number of Seven Hun- 
dred Men, and Fifteen Hundred Women; 
wifely providing againft tlie Lufts of the Fleffa| 
by afligning at leaft, two Sifters for the Morti- 
fication of one Brother, who were kept fiXMn 
Criminal Correfpondence by fuch a ftrong 
Partition, that only three Parts in four of thefe 
veftal Virgins were pregnant at once. This 
Hermaphrodite Order of the GilbertineSj was 
eitabliihed at Ssmpringham in the Year 11 48, 
and was thence called the Semfringham Ot^v. 
At their Diflblution, great Quantities of Bones 
w;^re found in their Cloifters, and in the Hou* 
ics \Vhere they eafed Nature ; which it feems, 
belonged to the Infants of ttefe charitable 
Sifters, who could murder the very Frtfitsof 
their Labours to keep up the Name of Chaftity,

fign of their EftabliQiment, was for the En^ 
largement of Captives, and whatfoever Sub^ 
fiance fell into their Hapds^ was to be divided 
into thm equal J? arts \ one pf which, was to- 
be remitted to Chriftian Slaves for their Re?- 
deraption, whilft the. other two were to re- 
main in the Pofleffion of thefe charitable Bank- 
ers, as a Satisfaftion for their great Pains in 
making fuch a Return, which an unmerciful 
"Jew would have done more faithfully, and for 
ia tenth Part of the Reward. Biut two Part$ 
in three beinjg too fcanty a RecouEipcnge for 
the great Toil of a lazy Friar, thefe Mathurines 
Jiavina; no other God but Money ; to approve 
themfelves true Trimarians to th|^t Deity, of* 
fen cheated the poor Captive of his tliird Part, 
rather than they would divide the Subftance* 

Thus have I pafTed through thofe Eight rer 
ligious Orders , who were poffeffed of our ^cnik^ 
Land; I come now to thofe, who, although c^ricri. 
they had no Poffeffions of their own, and there- 
fore are not mentioned in my Catalogue, yet

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were in Effeft Matters of all the Land in this 
Nation^ it being accounted a Crime equal to 
Sacril^e^ to deny them entrance into any 
Place, which they would Iionour with their 
Prefence, I mean thofe four lowfy Orders, the 
Francifcans^ Domnicansj Carmelites^ and Her'* 
mites of St. Auftin. 

TU wrm- The Francifcam or Grey Friars, were infti- 
•j^**^ tuted in the Year 1206 by * St» FfamiSj whofe 
firft Prank of Holinefe was robbing his Fa- 
dier, for which pious A3: being dibnherited, 
lie like a true Ranter, ftript himfelf ftark na- 
Iced and ran away to a Chapel near ^jy in 
Umbria^ where being a Beggar himfelf, \» be- 
gan a begging Order ; whK:h being founded 
on Sloth and Idlenefs, drew in fo many Con- 
verts, that f St. Francis even in his Life-time 
iaw Two Tlioufand Five Hundred Convents 
of his own Monks, all Mumpers, CJypfies, 
Vagrants, apd fuch like Perfons, taking upon 
them his ProfeflSon of Sanftity, which agreed 
ib well with their own Inclinations. It were 
endlefs here to innumerate thofe many ridicu- 
. lous and blafphemous § Miracles, with whicl^

Heaven declared him to be the * Grace ofGod^ 
Nay they have not been afliamed to call him

ing upon the Sincerity of the Author of hisf 
Legend (I mean Lue^er^ * whofe Seat this 
great Saint now fills m Heaven) who being 
once abjured by a Prieft, anfwered \ " that 
there were only two in Heaven marked alike^ Chrifi 
und Saint Francis.

For at a fmaller 
price of Blood he could not lx)pe to purchafe a 
Canonization in a Church, which w^s &> well 
ftocked with fuch Kind of Saints before. Td 
;ive yet a farther Inftahce of his Chriftian* 
"harity, when he faw how the Number of 
Hereticks was dimini(hed by hb wholfam Seve-^ 
ritiesj like a true High-church Champion^ he 
Hfted into his Order a Set of mercilefe Ruffians^ 
whom he ftiled the Milim of Jefus Chriji^ 
whofe Emplc^ment was to cut the Throats of 
all thofe who were fo ibhifmaticai as to di^ent 
from him in Opinion. It .was he alfb, who 
founded that merciful Court of Juftice, called 
the Inquifition, of which himfelf was made 
the Head. Npr did he want for Miracles any 
more than his Brother St. Francis ; For tho' he 
had no fuch bodily Marks, ^ yet he received 
the Holy Ghoft with the fame Glory of a fU- 
ming Tongue as the Apoftles 6id^ and where*- 
^s Chrift being VerhmK Deij only proceeded 
from the Mouth of God, feaint f Dommek was 
feen to come from his Breaft. Nay farther^ 
he like St. Pafd was rav'ifbed into the Third 
Heaven^ where feeing none of his own Qrder^

The Carmelites ov White Friars, i^Ttt^ndtheCitmt' 
that the \. t^rophet,£//^ was tlie firft Carme*^^^^*' 
lite J who obtained of our Saviour, at the time 
of his Transfiguration on Mount Carmelj this 
grand Privil^e, tliat his Order, fhould remain 
till the End of the World : But this Forgery is 
10 grofs, tnat. thft Papifts themfelves cannot 
fwallow it. 1?he true Time of their Founda- 
tion, was in the Yeaj* 1122, by § Jlhert Patri- 
arch o^Jerufalem^ who gathered together a 
few Hermites that lived on Mount CarmeL and 
gave them . the pretended Rule of St. BafiL 
Wh^n .PaUfine was taken by th^ Saracenjj^ 
they flocked into Europe, where Pope HonoriHs

The Jufiin Priars derive their Original &om t^ ^^'^ 
Ithe fame Peribn with the %%*ilar Canons (S^SiSf^^ 
that Name, which hath fuiRcieritly been pro^ 
ved a Forgery, both by ^ Erafma^ and ^ Hof 
fiiiian. In fhort their Beginning was founded 
upon this ridiculous Storv, wliich I have taken 
put of their own Legend?* Once upon a time 
as Pope Alexander the Fourth lay half a-fleep, 
and half a^wake, the great Saint Augufilne^ tjjd 
dead and rqtten Ibme Hundred Years before,

iCon vents of Men, and Tliree Hundred of 
Women. ^ They^ pafled from Italy into l^gr 
\and^ in the Year 1252 ; ind at their Arrival,
